wich out eyes ſeene it, and with our hands felt it, confeſle that 
I ncuer ſoudd chat nation generally, by reaſon of the ir intolleta⸗ 
ble pride, notwithſtanding I can not but comend & [one fund ry 
excellent perſons that are among the, Howbeit,God is my wit- / 
nes, hatred procureth me not to write thoſe things, as alſo theaus 
thour of the bookeis by nation a Spaniard, and befides writer 
farre more bicterly then wy ſelſe. E 

But two reaſons haue moued me to pubſſch this preſace, 
which I do dedicate to all the prouinces of the Lowe countreys: 
The one, to the end, awaking theſclus out of their ſleep, may be- 
gin to chinke vpon Gods iudgements : and refraine from their 
wickedoes and vice. The other, that they may alſo couſider with 
what enemie they are to deale, and ſo to beholde as it were in a 
picture or table, what ſtay ey are like to bee at, when thtough 
their rechleſneſſe, quarrels, controuerſies, and partialities them - 
ſelues haue opened the way to ſuch an enemie : and what they 
may looke for, Moſt mẽ do ground their opinion vpon the good- 
nile of their cauſe, concluding, that in as much as God is iuſt, 
he will graunt victorie to the right , and will ouerthrowe the 
wicved. This was Iobes ftfeades diſputation, where they cone 
cluded that for that Iob was afflicted, vndoubtedly he was wic⸗ 
led. Which reaſon is drawen out of aCertaine rule, which it ſee- 
meth that nature hath printed in our hartes, thatis, that God 
puniſheth the euill, and in mercie rewardeth the good deedes. 
Thereypon did the inhabitants of Malta report that Gods ven⸗ 
geance would not permit S. Paul to liue, when after he had eſcas 
ped ſo dangerous ſhipwracke, the Viper leaped vpon his hande, 
Howebeic notwithſianding this rule be certaine and true, yet 
do manie therein diuerſely deceive them ſeiues , concludiog, 
thereby that G OD ſendeth no affliction but to the wicked, 


' aSif hee laide not his croſſe alſo vpon the good: As lob, the 


Prophetes, and Martyres yea, his owne ſonne Ieſus Chriſt, 
and that for the mortifiyng of the fleſbe , and more and more ta

dome haue no ſoundation, but confilt ypoa weere tytanuie and 


vſarpation, For although Chriſtians ſinnes, eſpecially the great as 
doſe in Gods ſeruice, have bin the cauſes of out punifhmenr,yer 


muſt we confcfle that the chriſtians, what errors ſoeuer ſome of 


them do in their dactrine maintaio,are not neuertheles ſo farre 


deuoid of the tab, as are the Turkes, ind yet do ve ſee howe 
mightily in few yeres they haue red & encroched vpõ chri 
ſendom. Alſo before * the Furkes, namely ſoone- 
after the time of 1{ahamer, there came ſuch a flock of Satazins, 
that they deuoured firſt Egypt len all 4frick, 8 rooting ous 
Chriſtianitie out of the cd countries ſeaged vpon al Spaine: yea 
proceeding forward, they camped ine I quutam vpon the river of 
Toyre: inſomuch that it was to be doubred þ they might ſoone 
haue caught hold vpon France, & ſo vpon the reſt of chriſtẽdom, 
had not God raiſed vp that mightie Duke of Brabant, Charlot 
Martel, who defeating them,driue them beyond the Pirenean 
mountaines, But if weliſt to conſidet he examples contained: 
in the holy Bible, whoſe reaſons are more exaclly expounded by 
the prophets, we do find that in the time of K. Hezechias, als 
though the head citie, namely Hieruſalem, was not forced, yet 
the lefler townes being taken by the enemie, the flatte convey, 
ſpoyled, the K. and theprinces of Iuda had no more left them 
but the bare walles of Hieruſalem.Alſo, albeit God did matuei- 
louſly ſtrike the armie of Senacherib, aud that his ownchildren: 
flew him in his gods temples; yet were not gods people free from 
{uffering much, and from ſceivg the ene mie enioy the moſt part 
of their la w: their cõmons did beare that which nowe we know, 
& more then we would, that is what an enemy entring by force 
of armes into a land is able to do. But Nabuchadnezers victories 
were far others, whe he toołe, burned, & ſacked eu the head ci⸗ 
tie, together wich þ p very temple of Hicrula,& took theit K. P. 
& hie P. priſoners, & flu pulled out p cies, & ſettered ſome of the

Who is hee therefore that dare accuſe God of wrong, fich lach 


eyrants be called the Axe in the Lordes hands, as the executio- 
ders of his iuſtice? Further wee ſee, that thoſe that haue the moſt 
right are by the wicked robbed ſlaine, & murdered, which is ne- 
uertheleſſe Gods doing. For it is ſaid: Curſed be he that doth the 
Lordes worke negligently, in which place the holy ſcriptures do 
ſpeake of ſuch miniſters and inſtruments of God, In this dif 
courſe of Don Bartholomew de las Caſas, wee do finde a mani- 
feſt example. For I pray you what right had the Spaniards ouer 
the Indians: (ſuing that the Pope had giuen them the ſaid land, 


and 1 leaue to your iudgemente w hat right hee had therein: 


for it is doubtfull whether his power doe ſtretch to the diſtribus 
ting of worldly kingdomes, But admit hee had that authority, 
was there therefore any reaſon that hee ſhould for crying in the 
night,Tbere it a God,a Pope & 4 King of Caſtile who is Lord 
of theſe Conntries,murder 1 2. 1 5. or 20. millions of poore rea- 
ſonable creatures, created( as our ſelues) aſter the image of the li- 
uing God: Heere doe I, as in the beginning I ſaid, ſee a bottom- 
leſſe depth of Gods iudgements. For it is a ſmall matter to ſay 
that the wicked doe moleſt bettet men then themſelues, for the 
cauſes aſoreſaide: but to ſee a whole nation, yea, infinite nations 
periſh ſo miſerablie, and as it ſemeth, without anycauſe is it that 
maketh moſt ten to wander, yea euen aſtoniſheth ſuch as do ex- 
amine theſe effects by the rule of their owne reaſons. Howebeit 
we haue two examples in the Bible, though nor altogetherlike, 
yet very neere. It is ſaide in the ouerthrowe of Schon: In thoſe 
dayes wee tooke all bis rownes and deſtroyed men women and 
childen in the ſame either left we any thing remaining, The 
like ſentence is there alſo of Og king of Baſan, yea,Moles ſone 
after allowerh all that was done, commaundeth 7oſwa to doe as 
much to all the other kinges in his journey as was done 
to thoſe two, If wee ſecke the cauſe of ſuch executions, 
man will bee as it were at his wits ende and ſtande mute. A- 
gaine,if men ſhould conſider the example of king Saule whom 
God reiected, becauſe he did not wholy diſcomfit Amelec, but 
ſaued their king, and reſerued the fatteſt of their cattell for 
the lacrifices, their rnderſianding woulde giue ſentence cleane

contratie to gods. What wil they ty. was iz not a comtadadle, - 
yea,a noble minde, for a king to ſpare his brother, cither for an 
Iſrachte to ſpare the cattell to the ende to {2crifice them to the 
God of Iſrael; yet was Gods ſentence pronounced by Samwel 
cleane repugnant thereto , God /owerh obedrence better then 
ſacrifice . And not long before God had commaunded boch, 
namely, that the Cananites and Amalckites ſhoulde bee rooted 
out: and therefore hee was to bee obeyed, and for their diſo · 
bedience the Cananites remained thornes in the eyes of Iſrael, 
and the king of e Amalec whome Samuel nevenhelefſe hewed 
in peeces, was the ſubuerſion of Saule and his royall familie. But 
here may expreſſe reaſons be alleadged for ſuch iudgemenes of 
God, which ſeeming ſevere to man are neuertheleſſe, in that 
they proceeded from God,meere inſtice. Moſes ſaith, when 
the Lord thy God hath reiected them before thy face, think not 
in thine hearte, ſaying : The Lorde for my rightcouſneſſe hath 
cauſed mee to enter poſſeſſion of this lande, ſeeing hee hath for 
their wickedneſſe rooted out theſe nations before thy face, 
For thou art not through thy rightcouſnes and vprightneſſe of 
heart come to inherite their land, but it is for the abhomioatids 
on theſe people, whom the Lord thy god hath expelled beforethy 
True it is, that a: in acleeare ſunnie light we may more ea 
diſcer ne all that is obiect to our ſight, euen ſo of things contei⸗ 
ved in the holy Scriptures commonly the cauſes are to bee 
founde ; but for other matteis, as the deſtruction of divers . 
tions among the Heathen : and finally for this ſo eruell and hor 
rible example, contei ned in this boeke, there can bee alleadged 
no particuler reaſon, other then that gods indgemets me boteõ- 
leſſepits: alſo chat ſith he hath doae it, it is iuſly done, And yet 
ace not the Spaniardes beeing the executors of this vengeance, 
more excuſable then Pilate for condẽning our ſauiour, or Aws 
nag or Caiphas for procuring his death notwithſtanding gods 
counſaile and hand wrought thoſe things. For behold gods ſeu- 
rence pronounced againſt the wicked, whom he vſeth in chaſte. 
ning the good, whom by thoſe meanes he doth trie, and puni- 
ſheth the wicked according to their deſarts: _

Ir not Calno as Charcbemiſhi Is not Hamath lilę 
Arpad: It not Semaria as Damaſcus: Like as my hande hath 
found the kingdomes of Idols, ſeeing their idols were aboue le- 
ruſalem & aboue Samaria : Shall not I, as I baue done to 
Samariannd to the Idols thereof, ſo do to Hieruſalẽ & tothe 
idalt thereof? But whenthe Lord hath accopliſhed al his worke 
epõ mount Stõ & Ternſals, 1 wilvifht the frute of the pronde 
bart of the K.of Aſbur. & his glorious & proud lookes becauſe 
he ſaid,by the power of my own hand baue I done it, & by my 
wiſdom becanſe I am wiſe, T berfore I haue remaued the bor. 
ders of the people, & haue ſpoiledtherr treaſures, and b tue pul- 
lad downe the inbabuants like a valiant mau. And my band 
hath found as a neſt, hc. So that although the-wicked for a 
time doe ttiumph, yet doth not God Jeaue cheir abhomioable 
cruelties vnpuniſhed. But Gods iudgements being in the mean 
time ſuch that hy che wicked he puniſheth thoſe that he wic- 
ked:notwithſtanding their wickednes be ſomewhat leſſe, as al- 
ſo the good bee chaſtiſed by the cruell and bloodthitſtie · it is 
er taine that wee are not thereby to judge that our ſelyes ſhall 
have the vidtorie ouer our enemies, becauſe our cauſe is the 
better, for we are repleniſhed with vice enough, whereby to 
leave vneo god ſufficient matter to puniſhe vs: And there» 
fore as I ſaide two thinges mee thought, and yet mee ſeemeth 
in theſe Countries - worthie admiration ; One is, that wee 
truſling that the defence of our libertie is vnto vs a iuſte occa» 
ſſon doe not in the meane time conſider that wee commit ng 
leſſe faules, then choſe which Exech, caſt in the Sodowites teeth, 
Beholde the iniquitie of thy ſiſter Sodom was pride, fulneſſe of 
bread, and cle caſe of Idlenes: theſe were in her & inher daugh-

right well alſured, that there is not a man that can recounte 
them and repꝛeſent them to the eyes of the Readers, as is requi⸗ 
fice, vntill ſuch time that wee ſhallſee chem and knowe them 
at the day of iudgement. As touching mp ſelf, if J woulde 
cake vppon mee, to recounte the defoꝝmitie, qualitie and cir⸗ 
cumftancesof ſome one, J were not able to decipher them.

Allo they bꝛent in Quito Coſopanga, who was gouernout 
df all the pzoninces of Quito, which vpon the requeſt co him firſt 
made by Sebaſtian of Bernalcaſar Captapne vnder the goucr⸗ 
nour, was come tothem in peace: and onely becauſe hee gaue 
them not golde ſo much as'heedemaunded of him, t hey burned 
him with very many other Caciks and mincipall L ozds. And foz 
ouche chat J can vuderſtand,che incente ofthe ®paniards was, 
that there ſhoulde not bee lefte aliue one Lode in the whole 
COUNcrep. $3,951 Mt 
Item J certilie, chat the Spantardes caufed to aſſemble a 
great number ok che Indians, and locked them vp in thꝛee great 
bouſen, as many as coulde be pozed in, and ſetting to fire, they 
burned chem all, without that they had done the leaſt thing that 
might bee, oz had giuen tothe Spaniſhe the leaſt occaſion chere- 
of whatſoeuer. And it came to paſſe, that a pitſt, whois na- 
med Dcanna,viewe a young boy out of the fire, in the which het 
burned, which per cetuing another Spaniarde tooke from out 
of his handen che boy, and flunge ſhim into the middeſt of the 
flames, where he was reſolued into aſhes together with others. 
The which Spaniarde returning the ſame day to the campe, fell 
downe dead ſuddenly , and mine aduite was het ſhould not bee

been loftahoneanhmd)ed thouſande head of cattell. By occaſi- 
an whereofalſo, the countrey came into a greatnecefficie : the 
natiue ofthe lande miſerablie dying of famine, And Quito, 
which was furniſhed of ſo great ſtoze of Mahis, that it can not 
bee well ſpoken: was bythis meanes ſo aſſaulted with famaine, 
that a ſtrike oz buſhell of Pahis, was rapled to the piſe of 10. 
duckets,and a ſheepe to as muche. 
After that the ſayde Captaine was returned from the coaff, 
hee determined to depart from Quito, and to goe ſeeke the Cap⸗ 
tayne John de Ampudia, leauing thereto moe chen two hundꝛed 
of loote men and hozſe men, amongſt whome were a great many 
inhabitauntes ofthe titie ol Quito. UAnto thoſe inhabitaunts the 
captaine gaue licence to carrie with them the Cacikes, that wert 
eſcheatedtheminſſharing, with as many Indians as they would, 
That which they did and Alfonſa Sanches Nuita caried fozth 
with him his Cacike, wich moe then au hundꝛed Indians beſids: 
and in like maner Peter Cibo and his couſin; and they led out 
moge then an hundzed and fiftie with their wines: and ſundꝛie al⸗ 
ſo ſped out their childzen, becauſe that in a maner tuery one died 
fo hunger, Alſo Moꝛan inhabitant of Popaian.caried out moe 
then two hunded perſons. And the like did all che reſt, citizens 
and ſouldiers,cuery one after bis abilitie: the ſouldiers crauing 
that they might haue licence giuen them to captiue thoſe Indi⸗ 
ans men and women, which they carried foꝛth: the which was 
graunted vnto them vntyll the death of the ſayde captiues, and 
thole deceaſed, to take as many moꝛe: fox if the Indians were 
ſuhiectes athis Maieſtie. ſo likewiſe wert the Spamardes that 
m_ the warreg as well as they. 
;; Andafter this maner departed the ſapde Captapne df Qui⸗ 
gung tu a citie called Otaba, che which he held at that hourt 
Bann and demanded of the Cacike, chat there ſhoulde bee 
five hundged men to lead to the warres: which were 
Sur ren g EI perlous ofthe Fudians.Yee 
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Thus carried hee his ſonkdiers ſomepitiniond in chayniy, 
and ſome tn caardes. When they departrd out ofthe }91onince | 
of Quito, they carried out moe then ſire thonſande Judians men 
and — ok al choſe there neuer returned home into their 
countrey twentie perſons. Fo? they dpedall chozough che great 
and exceſſiue trauell, whit bchey made themendure in choſe tao. 
ling countreys contrary to their nature, 'At happened at that 
tyme that one Alfonſo Sanches,whom the ſuibe Captayne ſent 
fo2 chieſtayne ouer a certayne number of men into a uc 
there, met with a good company of women, and poung boyes 
laden with victuals: who ſtayed wayting fon them without mo⸗ 
uing from the plate to giue them ol that which they had and ha⸗ 
uing ſo done, che captaine commaunded that they ſhould bee pu 
to the ſharpe of the l woꝛde. There happened here a mayuailous 
thing: which was that a ſouldier ftriking an Indeſſe woman hin 
ſwode hake a two in the middeſt, at the firſt blowe, and at the 
ſeconde blowe there remayned nought in his handes, but the 
pomell hauft without that the woman was hurt. And an other 
ſouldier, willing to ſtrike another Indeſſe woman, with aſquare 
dagger he had, che dagger bjake at the firſt choppe,the lengthof 
foure fingers, and at the ſeconde, there remaxncd vnto hun no 
moze ſaue the hauft. 

At the ſame tyme the ſapde Captayne peeded fooꝛth of ui⸗ 
to, and dꝛeme out a great number of the naturallinboznes, vn; 
marriyng them, and giuing their young wiues vnto his Indians 
whom hee ledde along, and the others wiues hee gaue to others 
which remayned in the citie,fo2 that they were tos olde. 

There followed out of Quito a woman with a licle childe 
in her armes, crying after him, and en treating him. that her 
buſbande might nat bee foxcedco goe with him, fo2 that ſhee 
had thiee little childzen , te whiche thee coulde not nouriſhe 
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And ſetiugthattbe Captapue gane her the xtpulſe. and that 
bee woulde nocreſtozeher, ber huſhande: ſhee beat the childes 
þead-agayult the tones, and ſiue it. 

- Jeeametopaſle alſo, chat at the tyme that the ſapde 
Capcapue came into the pzouice of Lili, to atowne called Palo = 
neere bntache great riuer, where hee founde the Captayne 
John de Ampudia, which was gone befoze to diſcouer, anvpa- 
eiũe the countrey +the ſaide Ampudia kepte acitie by him p20» 
uided af a garriſũ inthe name ofhis maieſty,aud of the marques 
Frauncis of Pizarro: and had ſet ouer them fo2 gouernours oze 
dinarie, one Petre Solano of Quennoues, and 8. counſellours, 
Fall the reſt ofthe countrey was in peace ę ſhared out amongſt 
them. Andas be knew that the ſayd captaine was ta the ſaid ti⸗ 
ner, he came to ſee him with a great number ofche inhabicances 
ofthecountrey, and peaceful Indians, laden with victuals and 

neighbour Indians came ta 
fee him. bꝛinging him food, There were the Indians of Xamun- 
di, and of Palo, and of Soliman, and of Bolo, 

Nome becauſe that they 2ougheno Pahls which he mould 
baue, hee ſent a great number of Spaniardes with their Indi⸗ 
ans to go ſtarch m Pahis : commaundingthem to bzing ſome 
whereſoetter they founde any. So went they to Bolo, and to Pas 
to, and founde the Juvians men and momen in their houſen in 
— 7 ra ne ——.— 
tooke them and robbed their Pahis, ide and couerings, 
and all chat chey had, and bounde many, 
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kings maicſice olftnded: and bythis means the countrieres: 
mataed diſpeopled:foꝝ p che Olomas v the Panipos then tns⸗ 
mies which are moticaine people,  warltke,deſcended vayiy to 
take and tob them, when they percetued the citie and places of 
their abode left deſtitute. And amongſt them, hee who was the 
ſtronger, did eate vp his fellowe, fo; all dyed fo2 famine, This 
done, the capcain? came to the citie of Ampudis,where hee was 
receiued fo2 generall, and ſeuen dapes after from thence hee vos 
parcedto goe cowards the harbour of Lili and Pcti, with me 
then two huudzed hozlimen and footemen , After this, that ſaive 
is che ſatde chiefe gouernour ſent his capcaines of one ſide and 
ocher,to bidcruell battayle to the natiue Judiis:flaping a great 
number ofthem as wel men as wamen: burning allo their hou⸗ 
ſes, and ſpoling their goods, This indureda good many vayes, 
And che ſaide captaine was gone towardes acitie named ct, 
withallche Indtans whome chey had taken in Lilt, wirhont res 
leaſing any one: and beeing come to the ſaide Yee, hee ſent in 
continent Spaniardes to pilladge, take and ſlap all the Javians 
men and women that they coulde take: chus they burned moe 
then an hund ed. From this place they goe to Citie calleu 
Tukilicui, from whence the Cacike ol the plare perded fon 
incontinent in peace, a mumber of Fndians going befoze hin. 
Che captaine demaunded golde of him and or his Indians. The 
Cacik cold him chat hee had but a ſmall deale. and that whiche 
be had ſhould be giuen him: & immediatly al began to giue him 
all chat they had, TUhereupon the ſayde captaine gaue vato 
euer y ol chem a ticket, wich che name ol the ſaide Indian fo2 a 
teftimoniall that hee had giuen hin golve : affirming that het 
Which Houlde haue neuer a ticket, {hould bee caſt to the dogs 
to bee tenoured, becauſe hee gaue him no golde. Uhereupos 
the Indians foz feare þchep were put in, gaue hum all tte gold 
that they were able: & thoſe which had none fled into che moun⸗ 
taines and other townes fon feare to be ſlaine,Byreaſon whers 
of periſheda great number of the natiue inhabitants ol che coils 
trie. And ſhortly after the ſafd captaine commanvedche Cariks 
to ſende two Indians to another citie named. Dagna, to null 


e come in peace, and hm golde in as 
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ce. And comming to another citie, he ſent that night mas 
ny Spaniardes to take the Jndians, and namely of Tultlicui. 
So as thepbzought the next moꝛrow aboueanhundyed perſons: 
and all thoſe which could beare burdens,they cooke them fo2 the 
ſelues, and fo their ſauldiers, and put them cothe chaine, wher⸗ 
of they dyed all. Andthe ſaide captaine gaue the little childzen 
vnto the ſaid Cacik Tulilicui chat hee ſhould eate them: and in 
truth the ſkinnes of thoſe childꝛen are kept in the houſe of the 
faideCacik Tulilicui full of aſhes: and ſo departed hee from 
thence without an interpꝛeter, and went towardes the Pꝛouin⸗ 
ces of Calile, where he ioyned himſel fe vnto the captame John 
de Ampudia, who had ſent him to diſcouer another way, dooing 
boch of them great outrages, and much miſchie le vnto che inha⸗ 
bicancs ol che countrie where they became. And the ſaid John 
de Ampudia came vnto a Citie, che Cacik and Loꝛde whereof 
called Bicacur had cauſed to make certaine ditches to deſende 
bimſelfe, and chere fell into the ſame two hozſes, the one ol An⸗ 
tonie Rodondos, che other of Marc Parqueſis. That of Par» 
cos Marquis died, che other not. Foz which cauſe the ſaid Am 
pudia cummaunded to take all the Indians men and women 
chat might be: Andtherupon tooke t laid together moꝛe then an 
bund2ed perſons, whome they caſt aliue into thoſe ditches and 
due chem, and bꝛent withal moze then an hundzed houſes in the 
{aid cicie . And in that maner met in a great Citie, where with · 
out ſommoning (the Indians being at peace, and without anye 
ſpokeſman to goe betweene them, )cheyiſlue with their ſpeares 
a great number of them, making on them mozcall warre. And 
as it is ſaid,ſoone after they were met the ſaide Ampudia tolde 
the Captame what hee had done in Pitaco, and howe hee caſt ſo 
manp into the ditches: and the ſapd captaineaunſwered, that it 

was well done, and that he fon his part had done as much at the 
riuer of Bamba when hee eutred the ſame, which is in the Pꝛo⸗ 
uince of Quito, and that hee had flong into the ditches moe then 
two hundꝛed perſons, and there they ſtayed warring on all the 
countrie,Soone aſter hee entred into the Pꝛouince of Bitu, oz 
Anzermaz m making cruell warte with fire and blood till chey 
cane 
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rante as farre as vnto the ſalthouſes. Andfrontchenceheefent 
Frauncis Garcia befozehim to pillavge,who made cruelwarre 
on the nacurall inhabicanrs of che Countrit as hee had done bes 
foze him. The Indians came unto him two and two, making 
ſignes chat they demaunded peace on the behalfe of the whole 
Countrie: alleadging that they woulde alooꝛd him, all that hee 
coulde reaſonably demaund, were it golde, women, oꝛ victu⸗ 
als, only that they woulde not kill chem, as indeede it was a 
troth. Foz themſelues afterwardes confeſled it to be ſo. But the 
ſaide Frauncis Garcia, bid them get them packing: Telling 
them mozeouer that they were a ſozt of dzunkardes, and that he 
vnder ſtood them not, and lo returned hee to che place where the 
aide Capcaine was, and they made acomploc, to ouerrunne all 
the Pzouince,making cruell warre on all the Countrie,in ſpot- 
lmg,rodbing,anv{laying all: and wich che fouldiers,which het 
bꝛoughe with him dꝛewe thence moe chen two thouſand ſoules, 
and all thoſe dyed in the chaine. Befoze departing the place 
which he had peopled.chey flue moe then flue hundꝛed perſons, 
And ſo returned to the Pꝛouince of Calili. And by the way if 
any Inde 02 Indeſſe were wearp, in ſuchſaz that they could not 
paſſe any further, then did inconcinently head them, paring it off 
from the ſhoulders enen with the chaine to the ende not to take 
the paines co open the locke thereof ; and to the end that others 
which went the ſame way ſhoulde not make wiſe to be ſicke, and 
by this meanes dyed they all: and in the high wayes were lefte 
all thoſe people whichhe made his purchaſe of out of Quito, e 
of Juto, and of Quilla Cangua. and of Para, and of Dopapan, 
and of Lili andi Cali, andof Knzerma, and a great number 
of people dyed. Alſo immediately vpon them returne vnto 
che great Citie, they entred tuts it ſlaying all that thep could: 
taking in that day moe then thee hundeth perſons. 

Pee ſent from the Þzouince of Lili, the ſaide Captaine 
ohn de Ampudia, wich very manye ſoulviers vnto the lod- 
gvnges and peoplen placts f Lili: to the ende that they 
thoutde take nl the Judes amn Indeſſes they coulde: Aud 
that they [ſhoulve tying chem vuto him to ſerue fo} * 
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for becauſe that al thoſe which he bzought him bekoze time from 
Anzerma & from Alli, were dead,whiche were great numbers, 
And che ſaive John ve Ampudia bzoughe moe then athouſands 
perſons , andſlue very many. The captaine thus tooke as many 
as he needed to ſerue his turne, and gaue the reft vnto the ſoul- 
diers, which confined them to the chapne in whiche they dyed. 
Oo diſpeopling the ſaid citie of Spauiar des and inboznes of 
the countrie, both in ſo great a number, as appeareth by the few» 
neſſe ofthe kalke that are remanent: he deparced thence to got 
to Popapan, ſ left in the way a Spaniarde named Martine A- 
guitr, who was noc able to follow the reſt. And beeing come to 
Popayan,he placed there a garriſon, and began to root out and 
rob thoſe Indians there, in the ozder that he had kept tels where. 
And hee erected there a mynt ropall, melting all the golde het 
coulde come by, with all that, chat John de Anzpuptahad befoze 
became vntohim,and without keeping any ather audit oz recko 
ning. and without giuung any part to any ſouldier, taking the 
whole to his owne vſe, except a little as came in his headto giue 
vnto ſuch as had loft cheyz hoꝛſes. And this dont, bereauing the 
kings Pateſtie of his fiſt part, ſaid he went to Cuſto, thereto 
giue in his account and audit unto the gouernour, But in deede 
he went to Quito taking by the wap very many Indians, men 
and women, which all dyed by che wap, o ar the place at Quito. 
Duer and beſides that, he alteren the coyne royall of che mynt, 
which he had uiade. Here is tobe remembzed a mand, which this 
man ſpake ofhimſelfe,as one not ignozanc ot ſo many euils any

Your highnes may know and be well aſſured chat theſe entries 
and aſſaalts made vnto theſe realmes and this maner ofviſiting 
the Andians, which liued in ſecuritie in their regions, and the 
vngraciouſneſſe which he did in choſe ſame, haue dern pꝛactiſen 
and executed by the Spantards, which haue alwapes followey 
che ſame traine andmaner of doing, from the time that they ſirſt

He eight remedie, is among all other principall and moſt in 

force,as without which all the reſt are to go purpole, for 
that they all haue relatio n therunto,as every motion to his proe 
per end, in whacfocuer toucheth ot is of any import2uoc= vote 
your Maieſtie which no man can expreſſe: in as uch as therup- 
on dependeth at the lcaſt che whole loſſe or preſetuation of the 
Iodies. And the remedic that 1 Peale of is this, that your Maie- 
ſtie do decermio, decreegedm ard, & ſolẽnely in your ſoveraigne 
Courts ordeia by pragmaticall ſactions & royal ſtatuts pall the 
Indies as well alreadic ſubducd,as heerea...cr to bee ſubdued, may 
bee inſerted, reduced, and incorporate into the reyalcrowne of 
Caſtile c Leos, to be holden in chief of pour maicſlie as free ſub / 
ies & vaſlals ,as they are.

bee giuen, commanded Jemiſed in fee fame, by depoſt, comman- 
dement or alienatiõ, either ynder any other title or maner what 
ſoeuer, aad bee diſmembred from the royall crawne, for any 
whatſoever theferuice or deſart of any, either ypon any neceſ- 
fitie that may happen, or for any cauſe orcolqurwharſocuer that 
may be pretended, For the inuiolable obſer Non, or cftabliſhe.

And for porofe of the neceſſitie hereof, there bee tweatie reaſons 
to be alleadged:out of which twentie we haue draweu and put 
in writing ſo many as may ſceme to ſerue to our pupoſe. 


Extratt out o f the ſecond reaſon, 


r Top Spaniardes through their great auarice and couetouſnes 
to get, doe not permit any religious perſons to enter into 
their townes and holdes which they poſſeſſe, alleadging that they 
receiue double loſſe by them. One and the principallis, that res 
lugious perſons do keepe the Indies occupied when they gather 
them togethar to their Sermons, ſo as in the meane time their 
wor ke is omitted, while the Indians being idle, labour not i yea, 
it hath ſo fallen out, that the Indians being ia the Church at the 
Sermon, the Spaniarde comming in ia the face of all the people, 
hath taken fifrie,or a hundred, or ſo many as he hath needed to 
carty his baggage and ſtuffe, and ſuch as would not goe, he hath 
loden with ſtripes ſpurning them foorth with kis feete, thereby 
to the great griefe both of the Indians and of the religious per- 
ſons troubling & moleſting all that were preſent, & ſo defeating 
mae al of che beneſt of their ſaluatis, Theit oder hinderance that 
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they fayalicydoeſultcine, is chat after the LIodisti ire ti chi & 
deteme Chriſtiads, they tale vppon them as maſters / pretending 
more knowledge then they haue, & therefore will not be ſo ſer- 
uiceable as afore, | | 

The Spaniards require no more of the Indians but authority 
to commaund them, and that they worſhip them as Gods. 
The Spaniards openly and of ſerpurpole,do hinder the courſo 
of the goſpel, and keepe thgJndians from Chriſtendome, 

Sometime itfalleth ſo oi that a towne of borow isgiuen bee 
eweene three or foure Spamiardes, to one more, to another 
leſſe, ſo as ſometime one hath for his portion the hufband,ano- 
cher the wife, and the third the childre,as they were (wine, Thus 
doe they poſſeſſe the Indians, One appointeth them to labour a 
peece of lande: another ſendeth them to the mines loaden like 
beaſtes: another hyreth them by two and two as they were 
moyles to carry burdens thirtie, fortie, fiftie, a hundred or two 
hundred miles out right, And this haue we ſeen to be a daily vie: 
heereofcommeth,ic that the Indians cannot heare Gods word, 
or bee inſtructed in Chriſtian faith: they make them of free me 
very ſttange bondſlaues. They haue ſubuerted and diſpetſed 
great townes, and a whole worlde ofpeople, ſo as they haue not 
left any houſes ſanding together, no not ſo much as the children 
wich the fathers. The Spaniards make no more account, neither 
Raue any more regard ofconuerting the Indians, then if al thoſe 
reaſonable ſoules ſhouldperiſhe with the bodies, and were not 
hereafter to receiue immortall lite, gloty, ot paine, no mote chen 
beaſtes,

Toh Colmencre of S. Marthe, i fantaſſic al ignorant, and ſoo- 
liſn man, v ho had gotten a great cownein commendam, and had 
a charge of ſoules, he could not tell how so ble ſſe himſelſe: and 
a ing him what doctrine he taught the Todians cõmitted to his 
oharge, he ſaid he gane chẽ to the diuell: alſo that it was 9 
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for hins to ſay Per ſquim ſaocl in Crucer, Howe can the Spanis 
acdes chat traualle to the Indies,howe noble or valiant ſo euer 
they bee, haue any care of the ſoules, when the molt of them 
are ignorant of their Creede aud ten commandements, & kuow 
not the matters perteining to their o wne ſaluatios, neither doe 
erauaile to the Iadies for any other purpoſe but to ſatis ſie their 
owne deſires and couetous affeddions, being for the moſt Parte 
vicious, corrupt, vnhoneſt, and diſordinate perſons : ſo as he that 
would way them in an equal ballance, & compare them with the 
Jadians, ſhovulde findethe Indians without comparifon , more 
v2reuous and holy then them, For the Indians what infidels ſoe - 
uer they bee, doe neuercheleſſe keepe them to one and their own 
wife, as nature and neceſſitie teacheth, and yet we ſee ſome Spas 
piarde haue foureteene or more, which Gods commandementes 


do forbid, Tue Indians deuoure no mans goods, they doe no 


man wrong: they doe not vexe, trouble, or ſlay anywhere them 
ſelues doe ſee the Spaniard es commit all fianes,iniquities, and 
HUG can commit againſt all equitie and iuſlice. 
To bee briefe, the Iadians doe not beleeue any thing, but doe 
mocke at all that is ſhewed t hem of God, beeing in true ch fully 
tooted in this opinion of our God, ch at he is the worſt, the moſt 
vniuſt, and the moſt wicked of all Gods, becauſe he hath ſuch ſers 
vants:alſo concerning your maieſtie, they thinke you the moſt 
vaiutt and croell of all kinges,becauſe you doe both ſende thither 
and keepe heere ſuch euill ſubiectes, ſuppoſing that your maieſtie 
doth feed ypon humane fleſh and blood, We know theſe things 
to be very new and ſtrange to your highnes, but yet there they 
be very vſuall and auncient. Many like matters which with our 
eyes we haue ſcene, might we ſpeake of, but they would be offens 
fiue to your maieſties eares, and would beſides feare men, forcing. 
the to M onder that euer God ſtaicd ſo long from plaging Spaine 
io the bottomleſſe pit. This title, to giue the Iudians to the Spa- 
nia tds i ncomeda, was neuer invented to any other end but only 
to finde occaſion to briug them into bondage, One Spaniard be- 
ing Lorde, or hauing the charge of ſome rowne or village, will 
do more harme by his example and wickedlife, then a hundred 


good rcligious perſons can do good by edifing or coauerting.

2 Spaniardes hauing authoritie to commaunde, or parti. 
cular intereſt in the Indies, cau not by reaſon of their great, 
eouetouſnes abſtaine from affliing,troubliog,dilquieting,vex. + 
ing, or oppreſſing the Indians, taking away their goodes,landes, | 
wiues, or children, and yſing among them many-other kindes of | 
iniquitie, ſor the which theyxcan haue no redreſſe, ſanclion, or 
warrant at your Maictties chieſe iuſlice, becauſe the Spaniardes 
doe make them afraide: yea ſometimes doe kill them, leaſt they 
ſhoulde complaine, as wee haue had certaine notice: and there · 
vpon it is euident, that they can haue no reſt or quiet, to tende to- 
matters pertainipg God, but doe ſuſtaine a thouſande lets, ans 
guiſhes, tormentes, ſorowes, afflictions, heauineſſes, and cares, 
hating your Maieſtie, and abhorring Gods lawe, which they 
finde ſo heauie, bitter, and intollerable , as alſo your Maieſties 
yoke and dominion ſo inſupportable, iyrannous, worthie to bee 
reiected and caſt off, that they curſe God and fall into deſperatis 
on, attributing to him all the aforeſaide euils, becauſe that vnder 
the colour and title of his lawe, they do receive ſuch miſhappes, 
which hee doth beare withall, and doth not correct or chaftice 
thoſe which boaſting to be his ſeruanntes , doe put them to all 
this. They doe night and day mourne after theirgods , thin- 
king them to bee better then ours at whom they ſuſlaine ſuche 
harmes, while contrary wiſe of their owne they reape there ſo 
many commodities: and there is nothing that croubleth them ſo 
much as the Chriſtians,

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being the fert Jeft;wherher for cattel,or mankinde, that is in the 
votlde: the ſoile beipg for the moſt part, more temperate and fa- 
uourable to humaine generation. All theſe iunumetable perſons, 
and all theſe people haue the Spaniards ſlaine, to the end to beare 
ſway, gouerne, & cõmaund ouer the reſt; & when in iniuſt wars 
they haue ſlaine them, then doe they vſe the reſt, who iuſſly haue 
withſtood them, in drawing gold & filuer, yoking them together 
like beaſts, to make them carry their burdens, hiting thẽ & bur- 
dening them with all that they can gaine, and liue or die it is a 
one to them, ſo that they may teape any benefite or coine. I ſpeak 
but the truth, and yet do leaue out much vnſpoken of that all the 
world knoweth : and wWhoſoeuer woulde other wiſe perſwade 
your Maieſtie, ot would endeuour to excuſe thoſe offences, wee 
will even by force of the truth, driue im to kaowledge him ſelfe 
guiltyof treaſon, & that he is partaker in theſe murders & robe - 
ries commi tied in the Indies, or els hopeth ſo to be. 

What plague of peſtilence, or mortalitie could there haue fals 
ten from heauen that had been able to conſume or make waſt a: 
boue 2500.JexZues of flat countrey, repleniſned with people, and 
would not haue left either trauailer or inhabitant?

He Spaniardes only for their temporall commoditie, haue 
blemithed the Indies with the greateſt inſamie, that any 
man euen among the moſt horrible and villanous perſons in the 
world, could be charged withal, & whereby they haue ſought to 
take thẽ out of the degree ofmankinde:namely that they all were 
polluted with the abhominable ſinne againſt nature: which is a 
wretched and falſe ſlaunder. For in all the great Iles, Niſpaniola, 
F. Iohn, Cuba, & Lamaica: Alſo in the 60,1les of Lucayos,whis 
che were inhabited with an infinite nomber of people, the ſame 
was neuer thought vpon, or once mentioned, as our ſelues can tes 
ſtifie, who made diligent inquiſition & ſearch, euen from the be- 
pinning, Moreover through all peru, there is oo ſuch ſpeachjnei- 
ther is thete any one Iadiã throughout þ whole realm of Vucnã 
ſported with thatcrime,neither generally throughout all the In- 
dies: ſaving that in ſome other part there is a voice ofa few: for 
whoſe ſakes neuertheles all that world is not tobe condemned, 
We may ſay as much ofthe eating of maus ficſh, which likewiſe 


thoſeplaces that T haue named ire free of: although chat iao4 
tker places they do it in deed, They be alſo charged with their is 
dolarrie,as if for being idolaters,men ſhould take vpon them to 
puniſh them, & not referre them to God only, againſt wh they 
fn, whiles they haue both lands & dominions ſeuerall to them 
ſelues, which they hold not of an other ch cheit natural Lords: 
beſides that our anceſlets were allo idolaters before rhe faith 
was preached ynto them, & that all the world was gachered to 
Chtiſt. The Spaniardes haue purpoſely, & effeQually hindered 
the teaching of the law of God and leſus Chriſt with all other 
vettues among the Indians, & driuen away the religious perſons 
out of townes and fortreſſes, kaſt they ſhoulde {ee and diſcloſe 
their eyrannies: yea, they haue by their euill example, io fected & 
corrupted the Indians, teaching them many odious behaviours 
and vices, which before they knew not, as blaſphemicg the name 
of leſus Chriſt, practiſing of vſerie, lying, & many other abhomty 
nations Wholy repugnant to their nature, Aꝑain, o eommit the 
Indians to the Spaaiards, or to leave them in their handes, is va» 
doubtedly as much as to giue ot leaue them to the ſe that will 
deſtroy & bring them to nought, as well in body as ſoule. 
The Spaniatds hauĩng fraudulently petſwaded K Ferdinand, be 
ſuffered the Indians to be traſported out of the lles of Lutayos 
into Hiſpaniola,and ſocontrary to ali reaſon, either natutall or 
divine, diſpoſſeſſed them of their own houſes and lands, u herby 
thereperiſhed aboue gocoo.ſoules:ſoas in above 30, Illes, whetof 
ſome were greater then the le of Canary, which before-were te. 
pleniſhed with people as an Ante heape afterward there were to 
be found not aboue eleuen perſons, as our ſelues can teſtiſie. To 
let your Maieſtie vndetſtand the goodnes and vpright dealing of 
the inhabitants of the ſaid: llandes called Lucayos: Al ſo of the 
ſlaughters, cruelties, and ſpoyles that rae Spaniardes, theſe good 
chriſtians made among them, wee might make yoyr royall eares 
to gloe, and your boyels to lament, and ſo your ſelſe rodepart, 
That the Spaniardes haue warred vpon the Indians, that they 
haue killed them, taken away their wiues, children, fringes, and 
kindred ; allo that they haue robbed them ol all thewgoodes, 
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is alteadie ſufficiently proved, as alſo the eountrey being vtter 
ly diſpeopled and deſert, doeth ſhewe ir:the worlde crieth out 
vpon it : the Angels doe bewaile it, aud God himſelfe doth dayly 
teach it vs by the great puniſhments that he lay ech vpon vs,

He Spanĩardes doe ſucke from the Indians the whole ſubs 

ſtaunce ofrhcir bodies, becauſe they haue nothing elle in 
their houſes, They make them ſpitte blood: They exhibite them 
to all daungers: They lay vpon them ſundrie and intollerable 
trauailes:aud more then al this, They loade them with torments, 
beating, and ſor owings: To be brieſe, they ſpoile and conſume 
a thouſaade maner of waies. 

To put the Indians into the Spaniardes handes, is, to giue 
the childes throate to a frantict and mad man when he hath the 
raſorin his hande: or it is as much as to deliver meu into the 
power of the furious or capitall enemies, who long time haue 
verye defirouſly wayred to put them to death. It is as a man 
ſhoulde commit a faire young virgin to the guiding of a young 
man ſnated, tranſported, and doting in her love, whereby ſhea 
ſhoulde be ſpoiled and deflowred, vnleſſe ſhee were miraculoul- 
ly preſerued, To be briefe, it were as good to throwe them as 
moag the hornes of wilde Bulles, eyther to deliuet them voto 
hunger ſtarved Wolues, Lions, and Tygres, and as much good 
ſhoulde they geite by any lawes,preceptes, or threates made to 
the ſaide hungrie beaſtes, for the forbidding of them to deuoure 
them, as much do we ſay and affit me will any lau es, threates, 
or preceptes, ſtay the Spaniardes, when they haue authoritie o- 
uer the Indians from murdering them for their golde. Tea by 
great and Jong experignce that we haue, wee doe certific your 
highneſſe, that notwithſtanding you ſhoulde commaunde to ſet 
vpa Gibbet before euety Spaniardes gate, and ſweare by your 
Crowne, that for the firſt Iudian that ſhouldebe miſled ot ſlain, 
you woulde haue them all hanged, yet would they not for feare 
thereof abſtaine from laying the Indians, in caſe your Maieſtie 
ſhould graunt or giue them fupreme po wet and authoritie ouet 
them,

Efides all chat the Indians doe indure in ſeruing and pleating 
the Spaniarde, there is yet a butcher or crudll hangman, ts 
keepe them in awe appointed in every towne and place, and is 
teamed Eftanciero ot Calpiſqne : who bath authoritie to lay 
his clawes vpon them, and to make them labour,and doe what 
the Lorde Commaunder, or chiefe thiefe will, So as ifin hell 
there were no other torment, yet were this incomparable. This 
hangman whippeth them, hee ladeth them rr hee ba⸗ 
ſteth them with ſcalding greaſe, he afflicteth with continu 
all cormences and trauelles, he ſorceth & ech their daugh- 
ters and wiues, diſnonouring and abufog them: hee deuoureth 
their hennes whiche are . greateſt treaſure, not bee- 
cauſe them ſelues doe eate them, bat that of them they offer pre 
fents and ſervice to their greateſt Lorde and chieſe tyrant : hee 
vexeth them with innumerable other tormentes and griefes :& 
kaſt they ſhoulde complaine of ſo many iniuries and mileries, 
this tytant putteth them in feare, ſaying: that he will aceuſa 
them, and lay that he fee them commit idolatrie. To bebaieſe 
they muſt pleaſe and content aboue twentie diſosdinate and 
vureaſonable perſons : ſo as they haue ſoure Lordes and 
maiſters YourMaieſtie, their Cacique, him that hach them in 
commendam, and the E/anciers ofwhom I laſt pale, whiche 
Eſtanciero is to them more grieuous to beare then a quintallof 
lead, among which we may alſo in truth adde all the Aſochaches 
and Mores, that do ſerue eee * 
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| gut of the temh reaſon. 

JTisgready to be ſeared, leaſt God will lay Spain defolare,eues 

for thoſe horrible finnes that this aatiomhath cõmittod im ii 
Indies,wheroof we do euidendy beholde the Corge; andaitthe

80 long as Lares bare ſway and ruled, that was ix. yeeres, there 
"was no more care of teaching or bringing the Indians to ſal⸗

dogges;or cats He waſled great townes and fortreſſes, hee gaue 
to one Spasiard 100. Indians, to another fiftie, to another more 
or leſſe, aseuery man was in liłing or favour, and as ĩt pleaſed 
him to graunt. He aue children, & old men, women with child, 
aud in childbed, men of countenance and commons, the naturall 
L ond of the tow us and countreys, he parted them among thoſe 
towhom he wiſhed moſt wealthand commoditie , viing in his 
derters ofcommaund this ſpeech ſollow ing: To you ſuch aman, 
are giuen ſo many [ndrant with their ( acique them to vſe in 
your mines and aſfayret. So a8 all, great and ſmall, young and 
oldexhavcould ſtand on their feete, men, woten with childe, or 
in childbed, one ot other, travailed and w rough ſo lorgas they 
had any breach. in pheir hodips. v gaus lehio to take away maried 
men, and to make them drawe . golde, ted, twentie, thirtie, fourty, 
or eightie leagues, or farther: The women remayned in farme 
houſes and graunyes, in gyeat labours about gathering bf great 
heipes ſonthe making of cho bread that they dos ente, hict is, 
wo heeꝶ together the eatth whiche they doe dige, und rryſe 
teure has dſull hie, and twelae ſoote ſquare, that Is ahdts H= 
e eve with niattockes or fho# 

, :\; 212 1 In otherplaceg they ſhinde corres; and 
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c6yne,ſo that the man aud wife ſhonld not ſee one another io, 
ar ia. monethes or a Whole yere, And at their meeting they were 
ſo vorne wich labour and hunger, that theyhachuo minde ofco- | 
habitation, whereby their generation ceaſed, their poore chil i 
dren periſhed, becauſe the mothers through hunger and trauaile 
had aatulke wherewith to nouriſh them: This was 2 cauſe 
that in the Ile of Cuba, one of vs being there, there periſhed in 
the ſpace of three moneths for hnoger 7ceo, children, ſome de- 
ſperate women ſtrangled aud killed their one children, others 
hading them (clues with childe, did eate certaine hearbes there · 
by to looſe their fruit, ſo that the men died in the mines, the wo- 
mẽ petiſhed in the farme houſes, theirwhole generati6 in a ſhore 
ſpace decayed, and all the countrey lay deſolate, The ſaide go - 
uernour, to the ende without releaſe to keepe them in continu- 
all labour, ſtil gaue them away, and yet beſides theit greatlabours 
he ſuffered them rigoroully, & very auſterely to be miſuſed. For 
the Spaniardes thathad them in commaund, appointed certaine 
hangmen ouer them, ſome in the mines whom the termed Mi- 
nierg,other in the farmes, that were called Eſtanciero: vnnatu- 
tall and pitileſſe perſonsthat beate them with Naues and cords, 
boxing themypricking them withneedles, and il calling them 
dogs:ncitherdid they euer ſheweany ſigne of humanitie or cle- 
mencie; but all their dealings did conſiſt ofextreame ſeueritie, 
rigor, andbitterneſſe, ſo as in troth it might be thought great 
crueltie ſo to entreat or gouerne the verie Moores, being the 
cruelloſt of all others, for allthe damage that they haue done to 
the Chriſtians : where the Indians are more treatable, curte- 
ous, gentle, and obediemt, then any other nation in the woilde. 
Farther, when becauſe of theſe Eſlancieros and Minieros,foges 
ther with ſuch labours as they pur them vnto, ſome of thery-fled 
into, the mountaines, as making fullaccoumpt to bee killed, 
the Spaviardes choſecertayne officers wh6 they termed eA/pirr 
ail del Campo, that ſhouldepurſue and hunt them out ofthe 

mountaines. 5 bees Nn 
| + Thegouervour had alſo in the Spaniſh rownes awd fortes, 
certayne of the, moſte honourable and printipall perſons 
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about him home hee called Viſitort, vnto whome alla befiden 

their other ordinatie pottioas that he hadꝑinen them, he gaue in 
reſpeRofcheir offices 100, Indians to ſerue them. Theſe in the 
townes were the greateſt cxecutioncrs,as being more cruel then 
the reſt, before whom Athu⁊Liles del cammo brought all ſuche 
as had bin taken ia this chaſe. The accuſer, hee that had them in 
commauad, was pꝛeſent, and accuſed them, laying: This Indian 
er thoſe Indiant are dogs, & wil do no ſermice, but do day y run 
to the mount aine ti bere to became leyterert & vagaboundes, 
And ther fore required they might be puniſhed, Then the viſieos 
with his owa hands boſid thE to a pale, & taking a pitched cord, 
in the Gallies called an Ele, which is as it were an iron rod, gaue 
them ſo many ſtripes, & bet them ſo cruelly, that the blood run- 
ping downe divers parts of their bodies, they were left ſor dead. 
God is witne ſſe of the truelties committed among thoſe lambs: 
] am perſwaded that of the thouſãd part Ican not rehearſe one, 
neither can any other tell it as ĩt ought, Ie labour that they 
were put vnto, was to draw egolde, w hereto they had need haus 
men of uon, For they muſt turne the mountaines 1000. times 
vpſide dowoe diggiog and hewing the rockes, and waſhing, and 
clenſing the gold a lelſe in the rivers, where they ſhall contiau · 
ally ſtand ia the water vutill they bruſt, and rent their bodies e- 
at ia pieces, Allo whe the Mines peraduẽture doe flow with was 
ter, then muſt they alſo beſides all other laboures, dra we it out 
with their armes. To be brieſe, the batter to comprehend the la⸗ 
hour chat is emploid about gathering golde and ſiluer, it may 
pleaſc your Maieſlie to conſidet that the heathen Emperours{ exs 
cept to death) neuer condemned the Martyres to greater tor · 
mentes, then to mining for mettall- ſometimes they were kept 
à⁊ wholeyeere at the mines: but afterward perceiuing howe ma 
vie periſhed there, they decreed that they mine ſot golde but 
fue moneths, which was ſourtie dayes in melting, during which 
ume they tooke ſome teſt. 


And what was their reſt ? They during thoſe fourtie dryes, 

made heapes of that which they ſhoulde este, that is, they dips 

ted the earth, and caſtit on heapes at is aſoreſaide, whichelas 
hourdpeth cccede, drefling of vines, or tiling of theearth, 
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Throughout the yett they never knew bald o, deiſher ib 
fuffcred from labour little or n 
toyle, hey never had ſufficient food, no not of Canebiwhiche is 
the common countrie hread, and being made of rotes doth bug 
ſmally nouriſh except there be ſome fiſh or fleſh to ente withal, 
Moreover, they gaue them of that countrie yepper,and eres, 
which be rootes like vnto nauetes, roſted or ſodden. But ſom 
Spaniarde, peraduenture meaning to ſeeme libezall in theix 
diet woulde weekely killa hogge for 50, India, whereof the 
Alinier 0 would confumetwoquarters, and part the other two 
among the Iudiaut, giuing daily to euery man as great a peece as 
the [acehinsdoe gine of holy bread in their Chusches Some 
there were that throught figardlineſſe. wanting meate to give 
them, woulde ſcad theta two or three dayes abtaade into the 
neldes and mountaines, to feed where they might ſais fie ihem :. 
ſelues with ſuch fruice as hang ou the trees, and then vppon the 
force of that which they brought in their guttes, V force- 
them to labour two or three dayes more without giuiag tk any 
one morſell to eate. For the love of God thereſore, let your 
Maieſtie thinłe what ſubſtaner os ſltength thoſe bodies naturally 
ſo delicate and ſechle, and nove almoſt conſumed and oppteſſed 
with theſe tranailes, could gather of this food: alſo how it were 
poſſible for choſs that lined ſo ſorowfull, hea tie and woeful alife, 
in ſuch labour without food ſhoulde live long. The gouernour 
commanded they ſhoulde bee paide their day wages and expen- 
ces for any labour or ſeruice that they ſhoulde doe to the Spani- 
arde, andtheit wages was three blanckes euery two day es, whis 
cho in the yeere amounted to halle a { afteliwthatis worth 225 
Aarmediermwherewith they might buyea Combe, a looking 
plafſe, and apaireofdiew or greene beadcs, | Yea, many yeeres 
they had nothing at all paide them, but hunger and firipes did ſo 
abound, chat the /ndrex; regarded nome of this, neither ſouaht 
any more but euen once to geta good meales meat, ot todie for 
A, as wiſhing to forſake fo deſperate a liſe. He deprived them of 
their libertie, ſaffering the Spaniards to keepe them in ſuch bitter 
bondage and priſon as no man that had ſoentir, would or coulde 
oace thinks for ; not leauing . 
3. - 
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to vic ur their pleaſures : yea, norwithſtandiog the beaſtes haus 
ſome time te ind bee faffered to feede abrode in the fieldes, yet 
vote nov eheſe Spaniards that we ſpeale of; graunt the Indis 
ans any time or leaſure ſo to doe: but the gouernour himſel fe 
would fotet them to an obſolute, perpetuall, fo reed, & vn willing 
bondage. For they neuer had theit free wil to do any thing at al of 
themſelue s, beenuſe the Spaniards conctouſnes, crueltie and ty» 
tanaie, was filforrivgchem ro ſomelabour,noras captiues, but as 
beaſts, that ate Jed boundto do wharioeuer man will appoint. A- 
gairic,ifar avy time they were ſuffeted to depart to their houſes 
to reſt them, chen ſhould chey chere find neither wife, children, 
Hor food : as alſo although they had there found any meat, yet 
ſhould chey nor haue had time to make it readic 2 ſo that there 
as no remedie but death. Thus grew they into ſicknes through 
long and grieuous trauailes,and that was ſoneraught among thẽ 
vs beiog(asis aforeſaid) ofa very delicate and tender cõplection, 
de much\againft their nature it was io be thut ſodenly, contrary 
to cheir wont, d vunmerciſully put to ſuch labours, & to be beats 
wich ſtaues, & ſpurned at, beſides the calling of thẽ ateuery word 
Viilacot, & vpbraiding th, that they counterfeated ſickneſſe like 
3 — they would notlobour. When the Spas 
niards perceived the ficknes iucreaſe, ſo as there was no profit or 
ſeruice tobe ſood for at their hands, then wuld they ſend the 
home to theit᷑ kouſes,giuing th to ſpend in ſame 30 40. 0 80. 
leagues trauaile, ſome halfe doſen of Radith or Reforres;that-is 2
